"Tooker this man lad offered mo cigars, and 
that Lwus going do tnke the next bribe he offer- 
odme.” Only two wilnodses had beta called for the 
dofancs,-one Kwok -s ing, a blacksanith, and the 
other Lo ‘i'4i Linn, the interpreter. lt had boon 
obvious from thy evilunee of Kwok Ting 
that he snd Chung Shun Keo were not friends, 
Kwok ‘King had suid tha Cinag Shun Koo 
asked him if he know the inspector of buildings, : 
and that, on Kwok Ting replying that he did, 
Chong Shun. Koo. ssid—* Lf you .knuow the 
inypoctor, will you be good enough to go and 
seo him ond putin s.few good words for me, 
and usk him not to call on mo to pull down 
the wall Y If you succeed, Pil give hin $30 and 
yous.” Kwong Ting, itwas shown in_ cross 
examiuatiOn, did yo up to the Public Works 
Office, but after Crispjhad been arrested, He 
saw Mr. ‘looker, to whom, through Lo Tzi Lum, 
ho said it was unfair to arrest Mr. Crisp. 
Mr. Tooker had stated in oyidence that he shad 
no recollection of such & remark having boon 
intorpreted to hin. Had it ‘beon interpreted, 
Mr! ‘Puokor liad further. said, he wos not likely 
to havo. readily forgotten it, As to Lo Tui 
Lum, the jury would remember ‘that he had 
Deen veculled by his “Lordship, whom he toli 
that-ho had had uo private’ conversation with 
Kwok Ting rogordiug the case. Lo Tai Lun’s

It was o Chinese characteristic to exaggerate, 
ut it would not be enfe on that 
account for the jury to conclude that 
everything a witness said was untrue, 
As to ‘the evidenca. of the Chinese 
detective sergeant, Mr. Pollock would ask 
whethor it did not conflict with the state- 
ment mace by the defendant: at the 
churge-room—thut he .took the money, but 
did not know then how much there was: The 
chinese sergeant had said: he -underatood 
part of the conversation, ond heord the 
defendant sny—" You- must give me $40." The 
notes, too, before being handed: te the defendant, 
were laid on the table, where they could easil 
be saan and counted.. Concluding, Mr. Polloe 
suid—“ I don't propose. to take up. your time 
any longer. Iam sure yon havo listened care- 
fully to the evidence, aad that you will exercise 
every care in arriving at your verdict.” 

In the courso of his summing-up. his Lord- 
ship said the casyhad somothing of the aspect of 
aocomedy about it. Each: pérson hed tried to 
trap the oth+r—a biz game of Hust cagainst 
West. Each was planning his own cress- 
purposes, und they could see who hal got tue 
beat ‘of the duel. It reminded his Lordehip

~ combined to cheat a Chinsmen whe ia the oad 
proved te be mors than able for both: The da- 
tendant thought he had beaten tlie prosecutor, 
and went dowustairs chuckling ot the reflection 
that he had e strong case against him. He 
little thought, however, that tho- prosecutor 
had laid a trap much more cleverly’ for him, 
. and had the chief of the detective. staff waiting 
to catch him with tho money. in his poss ssion. 

The jury, without leaving the box, by 
majority of six to ono found the defendant not 
guilty on beth counts of the indiotmont. 

Crisp was sccordingly discharged.

issned concerning the difficulties which were 
about to be removed, giving some good advice 
und instructions, und an invitation to combined 
action.’

Many of the flat-bottomed boats, drawing but a 
little over a foot of water,. were stranded, aud 
with much exertion had to be levered into the 
chaniel.

SERIOUS DISTURBANCES NEAR MONG OLIA. 
The country in the neighbourhood mentioned 
is quiet, and foreign merchandise is finding a

Mongolia proper, serious disturbances exist and 
threaten to spread.
